On a more serious note, I did find 
some stations operating out of band on 40 me- 
tres. I refer to General Rule 15 on page 10 of 
the 2015 SARL Contest Manual. 7.060 MHz is 
out of the phone band. 7.100 to 7.130 MHz is a 
contest free segment.

ARRL International DX Contest 2015 


CW Event is 21 and 22 February 

CW, DXing and contesting come to- 
gether and go global on 21 and 22 February 
for the 2015 ARRL International DX CW con- 
test. This HF contest season has seen incredi- 
ble high-band conditions and record entry 
numbers, and as it ends, this is a terrific op- 
portunity to get on the air and get in on the 
fun. It is the US and Canada working the 
world in this event. 

If you have never operated in a CW 
contest, the event's short and simple ex- 
change, combined with abundant stations on 
the air, makes it an ideal opportunity to try 
something new. Participating in the ARRL DX 
CW is a fantastic way to hone your CW oper- 
ating skills and expand your knowledge of HF 
propagation. DX stations around the world will 
be looking to work US and Canadian stations, 
so do not miss this chance to put a “new one” 
in your log. 

Think your station is too small to oper- 
ate in one of the largest contests of the year? 
Think again. There are Low Power and QRP 
categories, and, if the improved solar condi- 
tions we saw at the end of 2014 continue, 
there will be plenty of stations for "Little Pis- 
tols" to work. Keep an eye on 10 meters, which 
can be a great place to find a quiet slice of 
spectrum to run on low power. 

Stations in the US and Canada work 
only DX stations (Alaska and Hawaii are con- 
sidered DX for this contest), while DX sta- 
tions work only the US and Canada. The con- 
test exchange is simple: US and Canadian sta- 
tions send a signal report and their state or 
province, while DX stations send a signal re- 
port and their power output. 

The contest gets under way at 00:00 
UTC on Saturday 21 February 21 and continues 
through until 23:59 UTC on Sunday 22 Febru- 
ary. Complete rules and forms are on the 
ARRL website. E-mail electronic logs (Cabrillo 


format). Mail paper logs to ARRL DX CW Con- 
test, 225 Main St, Newington, CT 06111. Logs 
must be received or postmarked no later than 
23:59 UTC on Tuesday 24 March 2015.

40 m Simulated Emergency Contest 

This SSB Contest is open to all Radio 
Amateurs in South Africa, Namibia, Botswana, 
Zimbabwe, Swaziland, Mozambique, Lesotho, 
Marion Island and South African Antarctica. 
Only contacts with these areas will count. The 
contest will be on the air from 12:00 to 14:00 
UTC on Sunday 1 March 2015 and it is a phone 
contest in the band segments 7 063 to 7 100 
kHz and 7 130 to 7 200 kHz. 

Participation can be as a) Single opera- 
tor stationary mobile; b) Single operator port- 
able; c) Multi-operator portable or d) Single 
operator base station. In each category, indi- 
cate if the operator(s) are Youth or YLs. 

Antennas are limited to antennas with 
less than unity gain relative to a dipole. Sta- 
tionary Mobile stations shall use antennas that 
rely solely on their vehicles for support and 
shall not exceed a height of 5 metres above 
ground. Portable station antennas may not be 
erected and installed before the day of the 
contest and no permanent manmade structure 
may be used to either house equipment or for 
antenna supports. 

Stationary Mobile and Portable sta- 
tions shall operate from the same site for the 
duration of the contest and all power used 
shall comply with the requirements for Field 
Stations in the general rules. 

The exchange is a signal report fol- 
lowed by a three-figure number as follows: 
Category a: Starting with 201 for the first 
contact 
Category b: Starting with 401 for the first 
contact 
Category c: 
contact 


Starting with 601 for the first 


Category d: Starting with 801 for the first 
contact 
Non-participants start with 001 for the first 
contact 
Scoring consists of points accumulated 
from all contacts, multiplied by a multiplier. 
Contact with a station in: 
Category a, b and c in own area 
3 points 
Category a, b and c in another area 
4 points 
Category d or non-participant in own area 
1 point 
Category d or non-participant in another area 
2 points 


Areas are as defined in the following list: 
Area 1: ZS1 
Area 2: ZS2 
Area 3: ZS3 
Area 4: ZS4 
Area 5: ZS5 
Area 6: ZS6 
Area 7 (eastern group): 3DA, 7P, C9, Z2, ZS8 
Area 8 (western group): A2, V5, ZS7 

The multiplier consists of the number 
of call areas worked, multiplied by a power 
multiplier. The power multiplier is 2 for an 
output power of over 50 W PEP, and 3 for an 
output power of less than 50 W PEP.

Contest 

The objective of 
the Africa All Mode International DX Contest 
is to stimulate contesting from Africa. All 
participating stations worldwide may work any 
entity during the contest period, but QSOs 
with radio amateurs from Africa are encour- 
aged as reflected in the higher points being 
awarded in the scoring mechanism. African 
DXCC entities are defined as those valid per

the ARRL DXCC AF listing published at the 
date and time of the contest. 


The contest will run from 12:00 UTC on Sat- 
urday 14 March to 12:00 UTC on Sunday 15 
March 2015. Both single and multi-operator 
stations may operate for the entire 24-hour 
period. There are no mandated breaks in oper- 
ating time required. CW, RTTY and SSB may 
be used on 160, 80, 40, 20, 15 and 10 metres 


The exchange is the RS(T) report followed by 
an incremental serial number commencing at 
001. Changing modes or bands does not neces- 
sitate different serial number ranges. A com- 
plete exchange, consisting of an RS(T) and 
serial number, must be logged for each QSO. 


All QSOs with African entities count 10 points 
and all other QSOs count 1 point. No paper 
entries will be accepted for the contest or 
checking purposes. Entries must be submitted 
in Cabrillo format only and be received no lat- 
er than 30 March 2015. Entries must be sent 
to contest@sarl.org.za. Read the rules about 
scoring, multipliers and power on page 50 of 
the 2015 Contest Manual. 


Free Android Propagation Tool Availa- 
ble 

WSPR World Watch is a free Android 
app that plots real-time radio transmission 
paths on a world map and incorporates a back- 
ground display of the gray line or terminator 
https://play.google.com/store/apps/details?id 
=xxx.wspr.g4swy. It was developed by Derek 
Turner, G4SWY. Users may view paths of indi- 
vidual stations and there is an aurora plot op 
tion and display of space weather indices. 
WSPR is designed for probing radio propaga- 
tion paths using low power, beacon-like trans- 
missions. W/SPR signals convey only a call sign, 
Maidenhead grid locator and power level. Re- 
ceiving stations with Internet access automat- 
ically upload reception reports to a central 
database. 


Special call signs for the Cook Islands
